REMARKS 


The Examiner has imposed an election requirement with respect to the three SEQ ID Nos 
referenced in Claim 28: SEQ ID NO: 1 ; SEQ ID NO: 2 or SEQ ID NO: 3. Applicant elects SEQ 
ID NO: 2 with traverse. 

Each of the sequences comprises a promoter region, trefoil peptide-coding region and 
secretion signal. While each SEQ ID NO. 1, 2 and 3 is distinct, it is only a matter of design 
choice as to the selection of the promoter, trefoil peptide-coding region and secretion signal. 
Applicant requests that once the elected SEQ ID NO: 2 is examined and claim 28 is found 
patentable that the examination continue with the remaining SEQ ID Nos. 1 and 3.
